Some of you may have heard about disruptive activities that occurred at the Extera 
Home Office this week on Tuesday. A group of people who identified themselves as 
LAUSD parents and community members protested outside and inside our offices during 
a meeting of our board of directors. They expressed concerns related to the challenges 
of co-locating a Charter Public School with an LAUSD school. Although all participants 
who attended the meeting were given an opportunity to speak before the board, the 
protestors became very disruptive, and the meeting had to be concluded. 

We are working with LAUSD leadership to arrange a more appropriate time and place for 
a meeting where both LAUSD and Extera parents can have their questions and concerns 
addressed. Once a meeting is scheduled, we will share that information with you. If you 
are interested in learning more about the positive impact of public charter schools and 
how you can be more involved in activities that support Extera, please contact our 
community relations officer Mary Najera at (323) 424-8150. 

Although the type of incident we experienced on Tuesday can be confusing and 
upsetting, please be assured that our schools will continue to provide an outstanding 
public education to your child.
